GREAT BRITAIN: AKDERANCE, 

‘The news, contained in telegrams publish- 
ed iit another calumn of this issue, regarding 
the arbitration treaty with the Government 
of the French Republic will, no doubt, be 
received with marked satisfaction by sucti of 
the British community as are disciples, of 
international peace and good-fellowship, and 
must be considered as the gutcome of the 
cordial relationship which bas resulted from 
the King’s visit to the French capital and 
the subsequent journey of President Loubet 
to the British metropolis. Several months 
ago we referred. to the important political 
significance of the Anglo-lrench rapproche- 
ment, and our London’ correspondent hinted 
at the possibility of an arbitration agreement, 
whereby all chances of conflict between the 
two nations would be permanently’ climina- 
ted. Qn several occasions during the past 
decade, the relations between the two great 
nations have been strained almost to a 
breaking point ‘and disaster was only avoided 
thanks to the, level-headed policy of 
statesmen in both countries, Happily all 
risk of similar crises in the future is no 


longer to be dreaded, now that the avowed 


aim ‘of both nations, is the maintenance of 
peace and the protéction of their, economic 
interests ; and the relations denoting perfect 
cordiality and mutual confidence, established 
of late between the two capitals, will be an 
extra guarantee lowards the lasting success 
of lie new policy, Credit is largely due of 
course to severil of our statesmen and lead- 
ing business men, who, by their preaching 
and propaganda, have aided in bringing 
about the actual establishment of an enlente 
cordiale on a tangible basis, principal among 
them being Mr. Thomas Barclay, of the 
Linglish Chamber of Commereg, in Paris. But. 
itis an open secret that the real originator of 
‘this treaty, first of its kind between European 
nations, is His “Majesty the King, and this 
knowledge willbe another causé for the gra- 
titude'and devotion of his subjects through- 
out-the ‘Empire. ‘The conclusion .of this 
new treaty is another victory for that really 
talented Frenchman, M. . Delcassé, .who, 
thanks to his able statesmanship, has, of late, 
secured for his country a leading place in 
“Much is also due on 
the French side to M. D'Estournelles, who 
followed up the admirable work accomplished 
at the Hague Conference by forming ai 
influential group | of Deputies in ‘the Cham- 
ber, pledged to work for the cause of 
international peace. During his visit ‘to 
London in July last, he suggested the 
formation of a similar group in the British 
Parliament, It is’ interesting to note that 
the ‘new ‘treaty is on similar lines to the 
one, ‘now existing between Great Britain 
and the United States, drafted by the 
late Lord Pauncefote and Mr. Onley in 
1896, According to its terms: a court is. 
appointed, consisting in equal, numbers of 
members of the two nations, with an umpire 
elected by the two halves, Details are not 


yet ta hand concerning the nature of the, 


differences this arbitration-court will be able 
to deal with ; though ina speech, made on 
the 22nd July last at a banquet given at the 
‘House .of Commons toa group of French 
Deputies, Mr. Balfour suggested that’ the 
interchange of ideas and opinions should be 
extended to the practical business: of life 
and international relations in their broadest 
sense, and it would be to the, mutual 
benefit of the two countries if it possesses 
‘sufficient power to settle the long pending 
Seench Shore and'New Hebrides questions.
